New Way to Heat Cars. 


A pirty at Bloomington has invented a 


new device for healing street cars on the 
coldest days. It has been tested. The 
heater is a little iron and steel coke 
fur- 


nace which is put under the middle of a 
seat, being introduced from the outside 


irough a hole out in the side of tbe car. 
!his fnrnace is encased in a galvanized 
ron shield. The smoke passes out at the 
>ottom of the car through a pipe with a 
? end. A current of pure air is forced 
nto the furnace case by means of a blow- 
er fan operated by the oar's motion, and 
hns heated and forced out into the car 
through two outlet pipes of five inches 
n diameter. The furnace is easily regu 
ated and perfectly safe. One experiences 
no discomfort from Bitting on the seat 
just above it. It IB easily removed from 
the car and is always to be taken from 
the car before the latter is put in the car 
house, thus obviating all danger of fire 
to buildings.
